under ihe selective draft net. This duty, tinder ihe new Questionnaire be- 
comes more important than heretofore, as few luvmen, without legal as- 
sistance, could pro|>erly fill out the elaborate blanks to be mailed, in the 
near future, to all registrants. 

The Provost Marshal tleneral E. II. Crowdcr. himself a distinguished 
lawyer, has just issued a new set of regulations wherein he says: 
"The Selection and classification o2 men for military service 
is an undertaking that should be regarded as a systematized 
effort of the citiienry of the whole nation organized nnd com' 
pneted to meet the present emergency. Evenv citizen has n 
duty to give bis best endeavor* to the success of this undertak- 
ing according to his fju.ilificntions and talents. All lnwyers 
should regard it as their duty to identify themselves with the 
Advisory Boards provided for it: sections 44 and 45 and freely 
nnd withont compensation to give their best service m the 
nation. It is inconsistent with their duty for lawyers to seek

Chief Provisions of Government Plan of 
\r.zx:rsr.:z for Soldiers and Sailors . 
in Condensed Form. 

A division of military and naval Insur- 
ance of the Bureau ir>f War Risk Insurance 
has been organised as a part of the Treas- 
ury Department and in active operation. x 
A number of policies on the lives of sol- 
diers have already been issued, aggregat- 
ing nearly $25,000,000 trf Insurance. The 
benefits of the law are available to all or 
the members of the United States Army, 
Navy, and Nurses' Corps. 

A short summary of some of the main 
features of the law follows: 

Premiums for a $10,000 policy begin 
with $6.30 per month at ages 15, 16 and 17: 
increase to $6.40 per month for the a.ges 
18, 19 and 20; to $6.50 per month foe the 
ages 21, 22 and 23; to $6.40 per month for 
the aires of 24 and 25; tfl 70 per month 
for he ages of 26 and 27; to $6.80 per 
month for the age of 28; to $6.90 par 
month for the ages of 29 and 30; to if 
per month for the age of 31, with progres- 
sive Increases for ages ages above those 
given. The minimum amount of insurance 
that may be taken out is $10,000. 

The compulsory allotment to a wife or 
children, which is separato from the in- 
surance, shall not be less than $15 a month, 
and shall not exceed one-half of a man's 
pay. A voluntary allotment, subject to 
regulations, may be as large as the Insur- 
ed desires, vithln the limits of his pay. 

In addition, the government will pay 
monthly allowances as follows: 

Class A. In the case of a man to his wife 
(Including a former wife v divorced) and to 
his child or children: \ 

(a) It there be a wife but no child, $15. 

(b) If there be a wife and one child, $25. 

(c) If there be a wife and two children, 
$32.50. with $5 per month additional for 
eachs.addltional child. 

(d) If there be no wife but one child, $5. 

(e) If there be no wife but two chil- 
dren, $12.50. ^ 

f) If there be no wife but three children, 
$20.(50. 

g) If there be no wife but four children, 
$30. with $5 per month additional for each 
additional child. 

Class U. In the case of a man or woman, 
to a grandchild, a parent, brother, or sister: 

(a) If there be one parent, $10. 

(b) If there-be two parents, $20. 

(O For eacli grandchild, brother, alsler, 
and additional parent, $5. 

In the case of a woman, to a child or 
children: 

(d) If there be one child, $5. 

(e) If there be. two children, $12.60. 
(fl If there be three children, $20. 

(K) If there be four children, $30, with 
$5 per month additional for each additional 
child. 

If the man makes an allotment to certain 
other dependent relatives the government 
will hIso pay them an allowance which 
may equal the allotment, but this stall not 
be more than the difference between $50 
and the allovyance paid to the wife and 
children.

The maximum la enlarged still further, 
for when the disabled man constantly ac- 
quires a nurse or attendant $80 monthly 
may be added. If the disability is due to 
the loss of both feet, both han-ls, or total 
blindness of both eyes, or if be is helpless 
or permanently bedridden, $100 monthly Is 
granted. 

The law contemplates future legislation 
for re-eOucation and vocational training 
for the disabled. It gives them full pay and

It is due you and those dependent upon you that 
you do this and while, of course, it is of no benefit 
to this office I feel in giving this advice, gathered 
from quite a good deal of study, I am, in a way, 
"doing ruy bit" in making such a recommendation.

YOUR "boy" doe. not take the "home paper" and 
b»v* the advantage oi seeing thia— that you clip 
and mail to him insisting that he give the immed- 
iate attention it deserves.

ADVICE FOR OUR SOLDIER 



(Pliugei From a Latter Written by 
Judge E. Rockwood Hoar to Hla

My DtM Boy: 

I di<l not hnve the opportunity I 
had hope.l to talk with you la*) eve- 
ning — anil, therefore, take this op- 
portunity, when we ore sendinp you 
vour mittens and the envelope* 
which yon forpot, to give you n few 
last words of affectionate counsel 
from home. One of your first duties 
ns a soldier will be to take all the 
enre you can of your health. The 
firmer that is, the better you will be 
able to do any service, or undergo 
any f.itifrue, required of you. To 
preserve your health, you must try 
to lend as regular and temperate § 
life as is possible. 1 hope you will ( 
not try to avoid your full share of 
labor, danger, or exposure, where j 
either is necessary or called for. i 
Take every proper occasion foT 
bathing your whole body— nnd scru- 
pulously regard your persona! clean- 
lness, no matter how much trouble 
it may fin you. Have nothing to 
do with spirituous liquors of any 
kind. Take your food as regularly 
as you can get it, and neither eat 
immoderately nor go a long time 
without food, if you can avoid it. 
Especially be careful not to eat to 
excess after long fasting. 

1 hope you will never disgrace 
yourself by any profaneness or ob- 
scenity, nnd will avoid all conversa- 
tion nnd companions where they are 
practiced or allowed. Try to pre- 
serve a cheerful and contented spir- 
it nnd encourage it in others. Bear 
hardships without grumbling and al- 
ways try to do more, rather than 
less, than your duty. You will have 
occasion to be patient much oftcner 
than to be brave. 

The duty of a soldier is unques- 
tioning obedience — but. beyond this, 
I hope you will cultivate a kind, re- 
spectful, n mi considerate temper 
toward your ollieers. I hope you 
are going with a love for your coun- 
try and your cnusc, nnd with I de- 
terminution to be faithful to every 
duty you have undertaken. My boy, 
you bear the name of one who, to 
the end of his honored life, never 
shrunk from a duty, however pain- 
ful, nor from n dunger to which duty 
culled him. Be sure that you do no 
discredit to it ! Neither by coward- 
ice, by falsehood, by impurity, by 
levity, nor by selfishness. Remem- 
ber always vour home and your 
friends— tkoM wh 0 will welcome 
your return with pride nnd joy if 
you shall come back in virtue nnu 
honor; who will cherish your mem- 
ory if, faithful and true, you have 
given up your life; but to whom 
your disgrace would cause u pang 
sharjier than death. Remember your 
obHgatioM to duty and to God. And 
may tlie»e thoughts keep you from 

strengthen you in danger or sick- 
ness. And now, my dear boy, I 
commend you to Qod — and to the 
power ol His grace. May God bloss 
and keep you. Think of your 
Hr.u.nlv PaUaW in health and in 
Mc-knc- , in joj and in sorrow. (Jo 
to Him for strength und guidance 
You are very dear to our hearts — 
and your absenco leaves a great 
place vucant in our home. If it be 
accorded to His will, may you come, 
back to us in safety and honor— but 
whatever is before us, may His 
mercy and love be ever with you 
and His grace be sufficient for you.

U. S OPERATION OF RAIL- 
ROADS SEEMS VERY NEAR 

According to the reports from 
Washington the operation of the 
railroads by the U. 8. Government 
does not seem far distant. Appar- 
ently it is conceded that if the pool- 
ing system shout to be undertaken 
by the railroads themselves does 
not solve the problem then the gov- 
ernment will take over the opera- 
tion of the roads as one system. 

Vice presidents of the east em 
lines met at Washington, Mondnv 
with members of the railroad board 
and worked on details for a general 
pool in the East of as much of the 
entire trackage and equipment ae it 
considered practicable. They 
named a committee to be put in 
full charge of the pool with A. W. 
Thompson, vice president of the 
B. & 0., as chairman. 

The committee will establish 
headquarters in Pittsburg and will 
sit continuously until the present 
congestion is clenred. Its first 
meeting will be held Wednesday. 

The pooling plan calls for'a joint 
use of tracks, locomotives, cars 
and employes in the congested cen 
ters. It will not Dc permitted to go 
so far, even the railroads heads ad- 
mit, as to threaten the revenues of 
any line, and this is the point ad- 
vocates of government operation 
emphasize as illustrating the need 
for government operation. Under 
government supervision the roads 
could pool their profits, which un- 
der present circumstnnces would 
constitute a violation of the anti- 
trust act. 

A pooling of profits would permit 
of an actual operation of all lines 
as one system, and it would make 
little difference whether one partic- 
ular property paid if the roads 
as a whole were making money. 

Government operation along the 
lines contemplated by the officials 
in favor of it would not take the 
actual operation from the hands 
of those in charge of the roads. A 
railroad administrator, if named by 
the President would be a leading 
railroad man and no changes would 
be made in the uiuuagement of indi- 
vidual lines. But the railroad wt- 
ministrntor, clothed with the power 
of the government, eoald take 
measures which the railroad war 
board fails to take because of the 
nature of the anti-trust laws, sueb 
as the elimination of economic 
waste due to parallel lines. 

Tf government operation appears 
wise, special legislation may be 
asked of Congress, although some 
officials think the President has 
ample powers now under the de- 
fense act.

THE LATEST BRITISH ADVANCE 

The new* of the smashing assnlt 
by the British on the "Vnn Hinder 
burg line" in Northern Frnnee in 
cheering at a time when the people 
of the allied nations need all the 
comfort thev can get. 

The value of this victory, how- 
ever, must not he placed too high. 
The attack and the advance were 
natural consequences of the Ger- 
man campaign in recent weeks. It 
is not imporbnble that the Central 
Powers discounted it long before 
the campaign against Italy was 
well under way. 

Oermnnv could not withdraw 
large forces from the western front 
for use southward and not antici- 
pate unusual nctivity from her 
enemies on the west. It is very 
likely that part of the winter cam- 
paign of the Central Power- i (•> 
surrender 11 very considerable urea 
of the captured territory and, for 
strategic reasons, shorten the lines 
of defense in preparation for the 
i-pring activities. 

flermnav. of course, realizes that 
vitli Hie arrival of the big army 
from America she DMWt prepare to 
withstand more terrific assaults 
than hove yet been hurled against 
Ivsr defenses and hence the neces- 
sity of consolidating widely scat- 
tered forces and preparing reserve 
strength for use in times of groat 
pressure at particular points. 

The Kaiser, it should likewise be 
remembered, is still playing his old 
trick of engaging the Allies where 
he may papear to he the weakest, 
while conducting another war with 
a specific objective. Thus he 
crushed Serbia and Rumania, and 
thuri he is endeavoring to render 
Italy helpless during the coining 
spring and summer. 

One may well entertain the hope 
that the brilliant achiveements of 
the British amis on Tuesday are 
hut the forerunners of many and 
other extraordinary advances in the 
very nenr future; but, at the same 
time, the people of the allied na- 
tions will, if wise, not permit this 
acquisition of a few miles of cap 
tured territory to blind them to the 
fact that what has just been nc 
complished has scarcely made a 
dent in Germany so far as the es- 
sential elements of victory are con 
cerned. 

Contrast that with the fact that 
Germany, in a week, practically de- 
-I toyed the results of two years' 
work by the Itnlieu armies in what 
was considered one of the most 
brilliant campaigns of the war. 

This is not n purely pessimistic 
viewpoint. It is not a moan of de- 
spair. Germany will he be.itcn, 
and so badly that she cannot fight 
another great war for a generation, 
but victory will come through dog- 
red insistence and continued sac- 
rifice, in the face of the rosiest 
-ions of victory, and not otherwise.

Estimate- soon to be submitted by 
Secretary Baker will cover war 
i oati to the middle of 1910. The 
dose of that year represents the 
earliest estimate of high army and 
navy officers as to the end of the 
war and many are skeptical of a 
conclusion by that time. The war 
cost prgora in is continuous and 
shaped so the struggle can be fi- 
nanced indefinitely. Men who have 
foreseen a decision by the winter of 
HH8 now sav frankly that the Rus- 
sian and Italian problems — chiefly 
the Russian — make it appear impos- 
sible for any victory before 1019. 
The outstanding thoughts in inter- 
views obtained were: 

First — Germany is likely to make 
a new |>eace move soon, perhaps se- 
cretly, instead of with the usual fan- 
fare. 

Second — A strictly military deci- 
sion is next to impossible under the 
present war svsteni on the west 
fmnr, »mUsa the navies take a dar 
ing hand against Heligoland, Wil- 
lulmshaven or Zcebrugge. 

Third — Russia is fully as likely to 
drop out of the struggle completely 
as she is to recuperate. 

Fourth — The Italian situation a.s 
is now sliu-ies up does not affect the 
general military situation critically. 

Fifth— Because of recent victor- 
ies, Germany would like to conclude 
a peace, especially as Austriu is 
practically "down and out" The Ital-
